E. Foster, who was bit- 
terly attacked by tho Globe, and both 
Mr. Borden und Mr. Roblln scathingly 
denounced the reverend editor of that 
paper. Mr. Borden gave assurance of 
ills sympathy with tho movement for 
electoral purity, and declared himself 
ready to accept the suggestions ad- 
vanced in letters to himself and Sir 
Wilfred Laurier from Rev. Dr. 
Chown. Tho writer states that he Is 
promoting a campaign for political 
purity, and that the work will be for- 
warded if Mr. Borden and the premier 
will in common issue a statement 
asking their adherents to carry on a 
clean, manly struggle. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Bowser of British Colum- 
bia had a hearty welcome and spoke 
on the Japanese question.

Washington, Sept. 24. — Testifying 
in the proceedings against himself 
and other labor union officials on the 
charge of contempt in violating the 
injunction decree of the district of 
Columbia court, Samuel Gonipers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, today made serious charges 
against W. Van Cleave, president of 
tho National Association of Manufac- 
turers. 

Mr. Gompers declared that Mr. Van 
Cleave had had Mr. Compers and other 
federation officials shadowed by de- 
tectives, and had undertaken to have 
Mi'. Gompers bribed to desert the 
cuuso of organized labor and join its 
enemy. Mr. Gompers' testimony in 
effect was that former Secretary Taft 
had supplied tho sentiment behind the 
injunction decree which had directed 
tho labor officials not to publish tho 
Buck Stove and Range Co. as "unfair." 

Attorney Ralston asked Mr. Gom- 
pers whether there had been any gen- 
eral effort' to break down organized 
lubor, and he replied: "Men have 
been suborned to spy on their fellow 
laborers in shops, factories and mines, 
to report the proceedings in union 
meetings, to spy on the personal con- 
duct of workmen after working hours 
and to follow from place to place 
labor leaders visiting other cities than 
their homes. Money has' also been 
used to bribe representatives of labor 
men to cease their connection with 
labor organizations and direct their 
activities 011 the National Manufactur- 
ers' Association. They have not only 
been offered bribes in money, but have 
been offered substantial safeguards 
for tho future." 

After giving details of his pursuit 
by detectives, Mr. Gompers then told 
of being approached in New York hy 
a man named Broughton Branden- 
burg of New York, who, he said, had 
attempted in 1307 to bribe him in the 
interests of Van Cleave. He stated 
that Brandenburg came to him and 
called his attention to tho fact that 
ho had met him at various meetings. 

"He said," Mr. Gompers continued, 
"that he was friendly to mo, and 
thought Mr. Van Cleave and myself 
should have a better understanding, 
and offered to bring about a meeting 
between us and to establish more 
agreeable relations." 

Mr. Gompers stated that ho told 
Brandenburg that bo would be glad 
to meet Mr. Van Cleave, as it had al- 
ways been his policy to encourage 
friendly conferences in matters in- 
volving labor disputes. 

Later Mr. Gonipers said that after 
some preliminary talk between him- 
self and Brandenburg the latter dis- 
closed to him his purpose, saying that 
ho knew it to be to the Interest of 
Mr. Van Cleave to destroy his (Gom- 
pers') character, but that he (Bran- 
denburg) told Van Cleave that it 
would be better in tho interest of Van 
Cltave's purpose to make an ally of 
Gompers, but to prevail upon him to 
betray the secrets of the Federation 
of Labor. "Revealing," Mr. Gompers 
said, "whatever Information 1 pos- 
sessed which might reflect detrimen- 
tally upon labor organizations." 

"Ho said," continued Mr. Gonipers, 
"that Mr. Van Cleave agreed to this 
proposition, and lie had undertaken to 
suggest to me that I could permit my- 
self to bo re-elected president of tho 
federation, in order to prevent the 
election of Vice-President Duncan, 
and that after some little, time I could 
resign. He assured me that I would 
be given a good lump sum, and that 
Van Cleave would guarantee mo be- 
yond question that I would bo cared 
for the rest of my life, even going so 
far as telling me that the guarantee 
should be underwritten. He said that 
I could deliver lectures In opposition 
to labor, and that If I did not receive 
five or six thousand dollars a year, 
Van Cleave would make up the dif-

Crossfield, Alta., Sept. 24. — Harvest- 
ing is practically over. Wheat is aver- 
aging from 30 to 40 bushels to the 
acre, and weighing G2 to G5 pounds 
to the bushel. Oats have been aver 
ing from fifty to sixty bushels to the 
acre and weighing from forty to forty- 
four pounds to the bushel. One field 
of wheat two miles east of Cross- 
field threshed 54 bushels to tho acre. 
Nine cars of wheat, totalling 9,750 
bushels, were shipped last week. These 
cars graded No. 2 and No. 3. 

High River, Alfa., Sept. 24. — Glow- 
ing reports Of tho winter wheat crop 
continue to come In. The yield is con- 
sistently running over 30 bushels to 
the acre and grading from No. 3 up, 
Tho oat crop is now all cut and 
stocked. While none of it had been 
threshed so far, appearances- Indicate 
that it will bo about 75 busheis to 
the acre, with a fine Quality of grain. 
Barley is all cut and ready for thresh- 
ing, and will yield about 35 to 40 
bushels per acre. Spring wheal' is all 
cut and stooked. Fanners predict that 
it will run about 35 to 40 bushels per 
acre. 

Granum, Alta., Sept. 24.— With tho 
exception of light showers, which de- 
layed threshing one day, the weather 
during the week has been very favor- 
able. Wheat lias been moving very 
briskly, , and both elevators hero are 
practically full. It Is estimated by the 
elevator man, Mr. Coy, that it will fake 
at least 800 cars to handle this year's 
crop. All the farmers appear anxious 
to soil at' once, While present prices 
prevail. Tho C.P.R. order book now 
contains 153 orders for cars.

Balloon Ascension, 

Apart from the horse races the event 
of tlie afternoon was the third illglit of 
the aeronaut, Prof. Sylvan. Before tho 
balloon was set free the operator was 
shackled, hand and foot, and securely 
nailed in a box, the latter having been 
made by D. Spencer Ltd. Me had as- 
cended about five hundred feet before 
he managed to disengage himself and 
it Is estimated that he had gone four 
thousand feet when a small. parachute 
was let drop with the box and tho 
irons, which had bound him. Mean- 
while (in- balloon had drifted directly 
over the grand stand. It Mas when in 
(his position thai tin professor cut 
loose ami began the sail down on his 
parachute. lie alighted on the west 
side of the exhibition grounds, and a 
few minutes later appeared bafore 'he 
crowd and bowed ids arknowledg- 
to tlif enthusiastic throng. 

Today the aeronaut will make an- 
other ascension under much the same 
conditions, lie will make tho flight 
shortly after 3 o'clock, providing, cf 
course, the wind Is not blowing at a 
ruto of over eight miles mi hour. 

Tlie hippodrome races, which were 
brought off during the course of the 
regular meet events, again elicited ap- 
plause. The bare-hack riding and tho 
contests in chariots was generally con- 
sidered one of tlie most attractive fea- 
tures and tin' Intrepid riders and driv- 
ers wi re the recipients of sustained 
ovations following each performance. 
Fancy Shooting. 

The exhibition of fancy shooting by 
W. H. H111K of the Remington Arms 
company, was watched with closest 
attention by those acquainted with tlie 
difficulty of mastering both shot gun 
and rifle marksmanship. Mr. ilillls 
first gave a demonstration of short 
range pigeon tiring, breaking two out 
of three birds, thrown from the hand, 
at every attempt. With a 22 ho 
cracked a marble, less than double tlie 
size of tlie bullet, while it was drop- 
ping to the ground. With a high power 
cartridge he found the centre of a half- 
inch plate of steel, also, throwing the 
latter some distance into the air.

afternoon. 

David Spencer 

Possibly one of the linest exhibits to 
be found In the building is that repre- 
senting Victoria's large departmental 
store — D. Siiencer Sons. The ma- 
jority, it is safe to say, if asked for an 
expression of opinion, would make tho 
foregoing statement without qualifica- 
tion. Certainly It is the largest and 
tin- most complete mid, for that rea- 
son, it would be invidious to draw 
comparisons because, while others are 
illustrative of only one idass of requi- 
site In household furnishings, Spencer's 
includes all, the display being a pic- 
ture in miniature of a beautifully 
equipped cottage. 

In walking from the main entrance 
to the south along one of the principal 
aisles, the visitors catch their llrst 
glimpse of the Spencer display. They 
arc confronted witli a series of apart- 
ments tin- facings of which are in 
white, solid pillars of that color mark- 
ing tin 1 wall separating each room. At 
the outset they are Introduced to the 
kitchen — a perfect picture of cleanli- 
ness, possessing all modern conveni- 
ences as well as the ordinary necessi- 
ties — in short just the sort of a kit- 
chen that would delight tho heart of 
tlie average bom keeper. l-'rom this 
apartment it is but a step to tho dln- 
Ingroom. Once again the spectator is 
impressed by the tasty arrangement of 
tin- different articles. It is not over- 
done, but tin' different shades of red 
blend so well and the various pieces, 
at! of mahogany, simply breathe re- 
pose. It is one of th.' most inviting 
of tlie series and tin- visitor passes on 
to the next anticipating, after what 
has been seen, a not tier evidence of 
splendor and, withal, of luxurious com- 
fort. There is 110 disappointment in 
store. The drawingroom Is just what 
it should be. In this instance tho trim- 
mings are of a delicate white the pre- 
dominating tone of red being maintain- 
ed. The sleeping rooms are "real 
cute." to use the Involuntary exclama- 
tion which sprang from tlie lips of one 
of a group of ladies in attendance. Hut 
that can scarcely be accepted as an in- 
dex to their appear, mil'. They are 
more than "cute."

Inside corner. Here is to lie found a 
pot pound of many things which are 
a delight to the hearts of the house- 
keeper. While an attempt has been 
made to give the public, through the 
medium of the display, an Insight 
into the large and handsome stock 
which this establishment always has 
on hand, the accommodation available 
rendered it futile, nut the choicest 
furniture, in the line or carpets, small 
rugs, easy chairs, etc., has lieen 
placed to advantage. The crowd In 
its pilgrimage throughout the building 
never falls to stop for a short space 
when reaching this point and tho 
comments heard on all hands Indicate 
nothing but the highest appreciation. 
B. Williams & Co. 

One of the llrst displays which at- 
tract attention on entering the main 
hall Is that of u. Williams & Com- 
pany. Two or three show cases with 
a background of becoming • bunting 
arouse the curiosity us well us the sul- 
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miration of tlie sightseer and imme- 
diately there Is a desire to ascertain 
what they contain. To the gentleman 
the examination is profitable and plea- 
surable. Here Is found the majority 
of those articles of clothing which, 
combined, go to make the properly- 
dressed man. A special effort has been 
made to Illustrate, by showing the fin- 
ished garments and the methods pur- 
sued In obtaining a perfect lit, the sys- 
tem on which the semi- ready suits are 
built to the size of any individual, be 
he tall or short, thin or the proud pos- 
sessor of an cmbonpont developed be- 
yond the average. Tlie exhibit through- 
out is gotten up In a tasty manner, as 
stated. It compels attention, not be- 
cause of any flashy chacteristlcs, hut 
on account of Its neatness and the evi- 
dence of good taste in the general ar- 
rangement. 

E. G. Prior £ Co. 

In the machinery building is the 
E. O. Prior & Co. exhibit'. It is most 
comprehensive, including carriages of 
fill modern types, atul machinery, prin- 
cipally that utilized b\ agriculturists 
in tilling the land ami in harvesting, 
Just as varied In appearance and use- 
fulness. To horsemen die many hand- 
some vehicles displayed are most, in- 
teresting. Each day tho crowd gathers 
about to inspect and their comments 
011 what takes their respective fancy 
are, to say tlie least, expressive. Such, 
exclamations as "that's a beauty" are 
common. The machinery, however, 
comes In for closer examination. In 
most instances those who want to 
know the fine points oi the different 
pieces on exhibition know something 
of what they are talking about and 
are anxious to obtain x lino on what 
Is newest and the advantages of the 
modern over the old types of farming 
implements, The expert in attendance 
is always on hand to give the infor- 
mation demanded and tho majority go 
away enlightened and vith a firm Im- 
pression that much is to be gained 
by kcepitig up-to-date. 

Fletcher Bros. 

Fletcher Bros.' musical establishment 
Is one of the most prominent exhibits 
of that class at the fair. It is situated 
on the right of the south entrance to 
tho hall. The arrangement throughout 
is commendable. The display stands 
on a raised platform and consists, 
principally, of a number of large 
Helntzman and Mendelssohn pianos. 
Here there is always a crowd gathered 
for one of the proprietors is ready to 
extend a welcoming hand and to an- 
swer any questions which may be di- 
rected at him. Yesterday they were 
busy distributing sheets of the latest 
music and, on that account, they were 
exceptionally popular.

Directly hi tho 
centre stands a splendid model of a 
driving horse decked with the ordi- 
nary trappings, the nickel parts of 
which shine with a resplendency 
which is tlie outcome of assiduous po- 
lishing. On either side there are 
saddles of different types, while along 
the walls is found all kinds of har- 
ness. There is little or no decoration 
In connection with the display and its 
absence dots not detract from tho 
general effect, in fact, after viewing 
it for some' minutes, tlie impression is 
that little or nothing could be added 
to make it more striking. 
Colonist Printing and Publishing Co. 

A businesslike exhibit is that of the 
Colonist Printing and Publishing com- 
pany which confronts the throng as 
they enter the building from the 
south ontrance. It occupies a corner 
and usually is one of the first points 
at which the crowds gather. Along 
the walls are specimens of cuts, the 
work of the new engraving plant 
which has hut recently been Installed. 
The pictures show up in their printed 
state practically as well as tho orig- 
inal photograph, a fact which has ex- 
cited considerable favorable com- 
ment. 1 in tho floor is a small Job 
press, while near at hand is a case of 
up-to-date type. Throughout the day 
two printers are In attendance and 
they are kept busy filling the orders 
of those who are desirous of having 
calling cards printed "while they 
wait." Tlie whole Is generally 
deemed a clever Illustration of the 
various departments of Victoria's 
largest publishing house.

The agents for the Mason & Rlscll 
piano— 1 licks & Lovick — have taken 
advantage of the exhibition to give 
tin' music loving public an Insight 
into the beauty of the instrument 
mentioned. They have placed a large 
assortment on view and those who 
have taken the trouble to inquire 
have boon informed id' its many vir- 
tues. Pianolas, too, are promlnont. 
They are of the most modern type 
and tin' demonstrations given of their 
Interpretations of classic and modern 
selections are listened to witli closo 
attention by many. As a whole tho 
display is exceedingly handsome. The 
pianos arc set off by some decora- 
lion, modest hi its character, tlie 
whole presenting an appearance alto- 
gether attractive.

At the H. 0. hardware stand, which 
occupies :iu exceptionally large space 
fronting the main entrance, a special 
feature Is made of the Lorain cooking 
range and the DeLavnl cream sepa- 
rator.

And to those fond of tak- 
ing a chance, it Is .specially attracted 
on acount of the fact that the pro- 
prietors are offering a prize to the 
individual who makes the closest 
guess us to the weight of the block. 
Every day hundreds make an esti- 
mate and submit tlie result in figures 
with their names. The name of the 
winner will be made known at the 
conclusion of the fair. 

Morena Cigar Co. 
The Morena Cigar company la a 
firm newly established in 'Victoria and, 
If their display at the present exhibi- 
tion can be accepted as a criterion, 
they are exceptionally enterprising. 
Two men are in attendance at their 
booth from the time the gates are 
opened in the forenoon until late at 
night. They have behind them a 
large supply of raw tobacco and be- 
fore the eyes of the public the Morena 
cigar Is skilfully manufactured. Boxes 
of the completed article are ranged 
along shelfs to the rear. 

Victoria Glass Works 
It is a pretty exhibit Which tho Vic- 
toria Class works has arranged for 
this year's fair. Occupying a large 
space it has been possible to erect a 
huge pinnacle of glass of varied color. 
In the evening this shows up splen- 
didly the rays from the electric lights 
being reflected in all the hues of the 
rainbow. 

Mooro and Whittington 
Moore and Whittington have one of 
the conspicuous exhibits at tlie fair. 
It is a large double booth Hanked with 
pillars turned at their mill, and well 
stocked with typical products, show- 
ing what can be done with the skilful 
use of wood. There was some good 
carving and scroll work as well as a 
number of mantels and art doors. One 
of the former, which attracted a good 
deal of attention, had a large panel 
made of a fir knot. There was a simi- 
lar panel displayed on the counter, 
ami it was a revelation to many what 
a beautiful grain and unusual effect 
can be thus obtained. The unlnstruct- 
ed would certainly take it for some 
rare wood now introduced for the first 
time. 

An enormous section of fir log is 
one of the attractions, and the public 
Is invited to guess Its weight. Three 
handsome prizes are offered for the 
three who come nearest to it, and thou- 
sands of guesses are being made. 

The display is not without its hu- 
morous features. There is a large 
kennel, at the door of which stands 
the most forbidding of bulldogs, excel- 
lently carved in kood, with the motto, 
"Beware Of the Dog."

Johan Perich was sentenced to 
three months in jail yesterday for 
gambling on the Charmer last Sun- 
day, Judge Lampman not taking kind- 
ly to Mr. Moresby's suggestion that 
he be let off on suspended sentence 

I as ho would forthwith leave the 

j country. 

j "That is an idea that should not be 
' allowed to get abroad," said his honor, 
I "that people from the other side can 
| come here and commit crimes and be 
let off on suspended sentence rather 
! than go to the expense of keeping 
I them In Jail." 

Perich is a racetrack follower who 
came over to Victoria last Sunday on 
the Charmer, and, according to Pro- 
! vlnclal Constable Phipps, ho imme- 
| dlately began looking for trouble in 
| the way of gambling. He went 
: through the ship with a pair of dice 
in his hand challenging all and sun- 
dry to shoot craps at 25 cents a 
j throw. He soon got a game, and it 
I was stated that the captain had 
: broken up two games but was unable 
| to catch them .in the act as they 
stopped directly his uniform hove lit 

| fight. ' , ' 

I Finally Constable Phipps, who hnp- 
', pened to be on the Charmer, was 
asked by the captain to arrest Perich 
I tlie next time he played. Accordingly 
i he watched his opportunity and ftnal- 
I ly found him seated on the floor in a 
; circle of others, with a game of craps 
j in full swing. He gathered in Perich, 
at the same time confiscating a dollar 
j and a quarter In cash that was In 
I front of him, as well as the dice that 
I were being used. The accused was I 
i taken up to the captain's room and 
' placed under arrest. He immediately 
| began to ask to be let off, whereupon 
lie was warned not to say anything, 
as otherwise it would be used against 
him in Ills trial. However, he ad- 
mitted that the dice taken were his, 
and safd that he was not shooting 
himself, but was getting a rakeoff of 
26 cents every two passes for looking' 
after the game. After a long legal 

argument, however, Wm. C. Moresby 
succeeded in getting this statement 
ruled out on the ground that it had 
been extorted by Improper questions 
I on the part of the constable. 

Some crooked dice found on the ac- 
cused wore also produced and put in 
evidence after strenuous objection 
from his counsel. Phipps described 
the game of craps and showed that 
these dice were so marked that a 
man shooting with them could not 
possibly lose. There was nothing to 
show, however, that these dice had 
actually been used by the prisoner. 
With these dice It was Impossible to 
throw either two, three, seven or I 
twelve. 

No evidence was adduced by the ] 
defense, but Mr. Moresby made a 
powerful plea (or acquittal, or at 
worst, for a release on suspended sen- 
tence. He adverted to the youth of I 
Perich, who, he stated, was only IS] 
years of age, and pointed out that lf| 
released he would go back to tin 
states and not trouble Victoria again

PASSAGE FROM CALLAO 

Belfast Will Load Lumber For a Re- 
turn Voyage — Other Lumber 
Carriers 



The Chilian ship Belfast, the latest 
windjammer to come for a cargo of 
lumber, had an uneventful passage 
from Callao, which port she left on 
August S. Capt. Young, who came 
ashore yesterday morning from his 
vessel, which Is anchored in Royal 
Roads, said: "We hud fine weather 
with southeast trades to 5 north, and 
after a few days of calms and chang- 
ing winds, squally weather set In, fol- 
lowed by northeast trades to DO north. 
Thence mostly northwest and north 
northeast winds were had until the 
latitude of "S was reached, where we 
rode under lower topsails in a heavy 
gale. Varying winds were experienced 
from that time until arrival. Wo saw 
three lumber schooners but did not 
speak any of them." The Belfast will 
load lumber at Hastings mills for the 
west coast of South America. 

The American barkentlno Kiaulanl 
passed up yesterday from Port Town- 
send to Chemalnus to load lumber for 
Melbourne. The Ruth E. Godfrey and 
steamer Don of Ruthven are now 
loading at Hastings. The steamer will 
take 2,000,000 feet there.

Suit to collect $'_'">. AOrt insurance on 
the steamer M. S. Dollar of Victoria, 
1!. C-, was filed 111 the United States 
district court at San Francisco yes- 
terday by the M. S. Dollar Steamship 
company against the .Maritime Insur- 
ance company, whclh wrote a policy 
for that amount on the vessel In De- 
cember, 1904, Just previous to the 
capture of the steamer by the Ja- 
panese and its condemnation and sale 
by the prize court. The insurance 
company contends that the steamship 
company purposely obscured the des- 
tination of the vessel at the time the 
policy was written, thus rendering the 
policy void. It Is stated that the 
captain of the M. S- Dollar, at the 
time of her seizure, was supplied with 
duplicate clearance papers to show to 
either Japanese or Russian naval of- 
ficers, one set showing his destination 
to be Vladivostok, bis real objective 
point, and the other Mojl, Japan.

Japanese Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerco Opposes Scheme to 
Have Japan Join Agreement 



The work of Baron Koniura, Japan's 
new foreign minister. In bringing his 
country Into line with Great Britain, 
the United Status and Russia In joint 
treaty for the preservation of the 
fur seals of the North Pacific ocean, 
is meeting with much opposition, ac- 
cording to advices received in yes- 
terday's mails from Tokio. When 
Baron Komura was on his way back 
from London to Japan via St, Peters- 
burg it Is slated he practically 
pledged his country to join the con- 
vention with regard to Bering sea and 
the North Pacific ocean. On his ar- 
rival nt Tokio the new foreign min- 
ister proceeded to negotiate a treaty 
and opposition was nt once apparent, 
Which has now formulated itself 
strongly, Baron Oura, minister of 
agriculture and commerce, under 
which the operations of the sealing 
schooner owners come, who is a 
strong man, leads the opposition. The 
continual source of trouble duo to the 
Japanese sealers' infractions of the 
regulations made under treaty by 
Britain, America and Russia, and the 
lawless actions of Japanese sealers 
abroad is, however, considered as far 
from beneficial to Japan and it Is 
generally expected In Tokio that the 
opposition of the departments of 
agriculture and commerce will bo 
overcome and that tills will probably 
be the last season in which Japanese 
sealers may proceed to Bering sea to 
hunt with firearms within three 
miles of the Islands, while Canadian 
hunters must use spears and remain 
sixty miles distant from tho .seal isl- 
ands. 



The fishery protection cruiser Kes- 
trel Is expected at Nanalmo today, and 
Rear- Admiral Klngsmlll will be landed 
at tin! coal port, from where he will 
proceed to Albernl, overland. lie will 
inspect the new trail on tho west coast 
and will return thence to Victoria, 



Mr. Moroton Frewen, the well known 
British financial expert and apostle of 
bl-motalllsm, was In the city yester- 
day. He had just returned from 
Prince Rupert. Asked about his im- 
pressions of that coming city, he said: 

"Any visitor to Rupert will return 
much Impressed. In some respects 
the arrival there of a great trunk sys- 
tem of railroads connecting with the 
local towns of lower Canada will be 
lllcely to start quite now currents of 
trade. Tho two points which struck 
mo perhaps most are the surprising 
wealth of the ocean off the Queen 
Charlotte islands and the extremely 
low grades by which the rail reaches 
that ocean. Acting together these 
two conditions if they stood alone, 
must malic Rupert an important 
town. The figures of the cod and hali- 
but fisheries are scarcely credible. A 
single ship with twelve dories has 
caught this season over a hundred 
tons of halibut in three days. Remem- 
ber that these are Usli or very high 
quality and that even now by way of 
Vancouver (here is a large and grow- 
ing market for litem so fnr away as 
Paris. Tho mass of these fish and the 
salmon too which follow tin; schools 
of herrings in from tho deep ocean 
will be distributed frozen and in car- 
loads ail over the middle west; the 
duty, a cent a pound, will not keep 
them out of Boston, St. Louis, Chicago. 
When you recall tho wealth that an 
inferior fish, the cod, and a iisli pre- 
sent probably in smaller numbers, 
bring to tlie New England towns, it 
is certain that with cheap Indian labor 
the development of Rupert as the fish 
capital of the Pacific will be striking. 

"What about, minerals?" was asked. 

"till, that is to some extent in the 
air. But coal at least is abundant 
three hundred miles Inland, and every- 
one Is talking of the precious metals 
in combination with lead and copper, 
A great deal Is being claimed and ap- 
parently on good authority for tho 
Telkwa district. No doubt presently 
Rupert will lie a smelting centre. But 
II is tlie railway grade that chiefly in- 
terests me. A single engine will haul 
a full load from the Groat Lakes to the 
Pacific, With a maximum grade west 
of only 21 feet to tlie mile, will not 
much of the northwestern wheat trade 
go to Europe by way of Rupert when 
the Panama canal opens? That will 
avoid tlie long haul and the deep 
winter snows between the Saskatche- 
wan and the Atlantic, or tlie long de- 
lays and the cost of storage in the ele- 
vators at the lake ports. A road that 
can distribute Its loads impartially 
both east and west instead of pulling 
empty cars west and get grain out all 
through the winter months, is In a 
position of great economic advantage." 

"What about the climate?" was tlie 
next query. 

"Well, it is very wet, no doubt, very 
wet, but probably' for that reason 
wholesome. The rainfall reduces its 
attractions as a residential town no 
doubt: Its wealthy class .will be like- 
ly to winter in this lovely island of 
yours, The town is "dry," and in 
consequence delightfully law abiding; 
as there Is no drink, there Is no gamb- 
ling. And tlie workers have shaken 
down to it apparently, and now seem 
quite happy though "dry." One man, 
a carpenter, said to me 'what I should 
spend in drink will pay for a town lot 
in four years, and the advance in the 
value of that lot will at least double 
my wages.' Living there is going to 
be very cheap for tlie working classes; 
the several varieties of fish are priced 
very low, and by mil and water pre- 
sently meat, vegetables and dairy pro- 
duce will conn- in from the Bulkley 
Valley and from the Islands to tlie 
westward."

The acreage in fruit ia 
Increasing rapidly, but not as fast as 
the market. We have on former oc- 
casions spoken of the great, area on 
the Saanich Peninsula that can he prof- 
itably used in this industry, and now 
that the fruit-growers have got to- 
gether an exhibit which has been de- 
scribed as the finest in the world, wc. 
look forward more hopefully than 
ever to the time when the country for 
miles around Victoria will be little 
else than an unbroken series of fruit 
farms,

may make to collect in the parlia- 
ment buildings a series of historic 
portraits and artistic conceptions of 
great historic: events. As an illustra- 
tion of what we mean by the latter, 
take the meeting of Quadra and 
Vancouver. Here is a fine subject 
for a, painter with an imagination. At 
present it would be well, probably, to 
confine what is done to portraiture. 
Let us have the pictures of the foun- 
ders of our country upon the walls of 
the parliament buildings. They will 
have a great educational value. 



HISTORICAL PICTURES. 

In the eastern provinces of Canada 
a great deal of attention is given to 
historic pictures. Upon the walls of 
the parliament buildings in New 
Brunswick for example, there are 
■three life-sized oil paintings. One 
is of George III., one of Lord Glenelg 
and one of Lord Sheffield. The latter 
is by one of the greatest artists of 
the first half or the rast century. It 
was found in an attic in the official 
residence of the Lieutenant Governor, 
where it had been used as a target 
for pistol practice by the sons of a 
■former occupant of the gubernatorial 
office. It was repaired and is now 
one of the most cherished posses- 
sions of the province. Thousands of 
visitors inspect these portraits every 
year and they are the subject of the 
must favorable comments. Vet the 
connection of Lord Glenelg and Lord 
Sheffield witli the history of the pro- 
vince is very slight. In British Col- 
umbia we have not paid very much 
attention to this sort of thing, al- 
though something has been clono In 
tlie way of collecting historic photo- 
graphs.

JAPANESE IMMIGRATION 

"For the benefit or new arrivals," the 
Times Informs its readers that the 
Colonist "commended most effusively" 
tin- terms of the Lemieux agreement at 
tie- time its contents were made pub- 
lic. The Colonist's attitude In regard 
to the Lemieux agreement was the 
sane- when that arrangement was 
made as it is now — namely, that it was 
as satisfactory as could be hoped for, 
seeing that the Laurler ministry had 
surrendered to the Japanese govern- 
ment the full control of the whole mat- 
ter. It says we have made "cunning 
insinuations" as to the attitude of mind 
of tin' Liberal ministers on this ques- 
tion. But we only quoted their own 
words. It protends that we have mis- 
repros ated Mr. Lemieux's attitude and 
quotes that gentleman's words to prove 
it. Mr. Lemieux said, so our contem- 
porary tells us: 'My policy is to re- 
spect the treaty to which we have ad- 
hered unconditionally and unreserved- 
ly, reiving, as regards immigration, 
upon the assurances, which have been 
given by the Japanese government." 
There is the whole matter in a nut- 
shell. Here is the measure of exclu- 
sion for which the government — such 
an exclusion as the Japanese govern- 
ment is willing to agree to. If that 
means 1,000 immigrants a day. Canada 
has no remedy, for she has committed 
herself "unconditionally and unreserv- 
edly" by the treaty. 

"The policy of this government is for 
the restriction of Oriental labor into 
British Columbia," said Mr. Lemieux. 
according to our contemporary. Note 
.Mr. Lemieux's words. lie talks of "re- 
striction" of Oriental labor; this re- 
striction in the case of Japanese to be 
in the discretion of the Japanese gov- 
ernment. But the people of British 
Columbia do not want "restriction"; 
they want "exclusion." They do not 
want the Japanese government to have 
the right, to say how many laborers 
shall come from that country to this. 
They want that question to be settled 
in Canada by Canadians. 

The line of demarkatlon is clearly 
drawn. Mr. Templeman sta+ids for the 
policy of restriction at the will of 
Japan. The great majority of the peo- 
ple of British Columbia are opposed to 
this. Here we have a fair and square 
issue, and upon this we are content to 
rest tin- issue- of tin- present contest.

Tie' issue is Important, because the 
declaration of the electors of Victoria 
will go far to determining th" future 
policy of the government of Canada as 
well as that of Japan. We are either 
for Japanese immigration as regulated 
by the Japanese themselves or we are 
for the control of that Immigration by 
the people of Canada. On which side 
are you'.'

DISCOURAGING GRAFT

Phillmore, when he sentenced the ten 
members and ex-members of the Mile 
End Hoard of Guardians were very 
much to the point. He began by tell- 
ing them that they should each forfeit 
any public office now bold, and in ad- 
dition sliould be inccipiibltj Cor vgii 
year of being elected or appointed to 
any office. He said that he could 
sentence them to refund all they had 
dishonestly received, but would not 
for two reasons, (me was that it 
was difficult to fix the sums, and the 
other that "it would ruin them past 
redemption."

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Tho question of technical schools is 
bound to bo a live Issue In Canada for 
•many years to come. Tho need for this 
training has arisen naturally with the 
growing Importance of Canada in tho 
World's markets. A Montreal corres- 
pondent writes under date of Sept. 17: 

At the Canadian manufacturers' 
meeting- this morning important re- 
liorts dealt with technical education 
and Canada a lorcign trade. In con- 
nection With the former, the opinion 
was expressed that a science of Indus- 
trial education would have to bo devel- 
oped in Canada if It was to compete 
with foreign nations successfully. 
What wns proposed was to send com- 
missioners abroad to study other sys- 
tems of Industrial education. For this 
purpose It was recommended that 
525,000 bo appropriated to pay expenses 
of commissioners. The report on Can- 
ada's foreign trado pointed out the 
need of nioro trado commissioners to 
represent the country abroad. 



One of tho penalties of tho war is 
now being paid by Japan — tho increase 
of crime due to tho discharge of the 
many thousands of soldiers who served 
against tho Russians. A despatch 
« i'rom'Tokio says: 

Tho Japanese authorities can no lon- 
ger shut their eyes to the increase of 
crime In city as well as country dis- 
tricts, and tho growing inadequacy of 
the police force to meet the new con- 
ditions which have prevailed since the 
closing of tho Russo-Japanese war and 
tho discharge of thousands of .soldiers, 
many of whom have failed to find hon- 
est employment. Among other signs oi 
lawlessness is an increase In piracy 
along the coasts watered by the inland 
seas. Various vessels plying among 
the islands have been ransacked from 
month to month, and many persons 
have been robbed and murdered, and 
even women have been carried away 
captives, The Japanese themselves at- 
tribute tho increase of lawlessness to 
Occidental influence, but most foreign- 
ers are inclined to blame tho authori- 
ties for paying too little attention to 
civil offences while being extremely se- 
vere on offences against the military 
and breaches of governmental regula- 
tions. Thero Is no doubt that the po- 
lice force Is Inadequate to cope with 
the responsibilities Imposed by modern 
civilization In Japan, and the miserable 
wage of $5 or $6 a month which they 
receive reduces them to a scale of liv- 
ing below tho commonest laborer. 

On tho evo of Bryan's speech of ac- 
ceptance, tho New York Journal of 
Commerce, which takes an independent 
View of politics, said: 

Mr. Bryan is as radical as of yore, 
but public sentiment has traveled a 
long way since then. There has been a 
revolution in government regulation of 
corporations. The silver bubble has 
burst. High finance lias been scourged 
and purged. Publicity hns done its 
work nobly. Every possible step has 
been taken to exploit scandals and cor- 
ruption in high places. The twelvo in- 
tervening years have brought funda- 
mental prosperity to every section of 
the nation, particularly to that most 
important body, the agricultural popu- 
lation. Mr. Bryan can scarcely throw- 
any boomerang Into the political arena 
at this time. The country has become, 
accustomed to tho wildest fads and 
fancies of aspiring politicians. Even 
his advocacy of government ownership 
of railroads enunciated last year has 
fallen flat. Sops thrown to labor cease 
to create alarm. In a word, nothing 
Mr. Bryan can say is calculated, ac- 
cording to Wall Street's reason to 
cause convulsions.

ABOUT PEOPLE 
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The Eisteddfod poems for which one 
winner is "crowned" and another 
winner is "chaired" are, says the 
Manchester Guardian, very different 
types of composition. Tho crown 
poem is similar in style to any ordin- 
ary English long poem on a heroic 
subject— that is, it is bound by only 
such metrical regulations as bind 
English verse. The chair ode — or 
"avvdl," to bo correct — Is simply swath- 
ed in rules, and it is given to but few 
to bo able to construct even one of 
the eight or nine hundred lines that 
go to Its making. Tho poet must sing 
within tho limitations laid down by 
thoso peculiar laws of "cynhanedd," 
or systematized alliteration, which 
exist in no other language, and which 
form tho real secret of tho bards. To 
describe thoso laws or to Illustrate 
them is somewhat difficult, as tho 
English language does not lend Itself 
to the purpose. But, roughly, it may 
be stated thr.t the consonants in tho 
two halves of a line correspond with 
one another, whilst tho vowels must 
vury. 



The London Chronicle in a recent is- 
sue publishes an interview with a gen- 
tleman well versed in all matters per- 
taining to South America, partlcularly 
tlie government and finances of Brazil, 
where he resided and carried on busi- 
ness for years. 

He expressed surprise that there 
should bo any doubt of Brazil's inten- 
tions of embarking upon the costlv 
venture of warships; and added: "It 
means war, a war that we In Brazil 
have known to be Inevitable for a long 
time." He proceeded to explain that 
tho trouble lay with the buffer State 
of Uruguay, whose particular port is 
practically commanded by Argentina. 
Apart from the envy with which Ar- 
gentina regarded Uruguay, the north- 
east frontier of the latter country is 
freely used for the passing of contra- 
band- into Brazil. It Is probable that 
unless an amicable arrangement can 
lie reached over Uruguay, It will cause 
war that cannot be long delayed. 

A special cable from Auckland, New

States battleships a dark gray, Instead 
of white, the color heretofore employed. 
Apropos of tho cruise of the great 
squadron, a Toklo correspondent 
writes: 

The navy department is already bus- 
ily engaged in preparing for the recep- 
tion of the American Atlantic battle- 
ship fleet, duo to arrive In Japaneso 
waters October 17. The reception will 
undoubtedly be conducted on a grand 
scale, and tho chief dilliculty now ap- 
pears to bo to keep the programme 
within the bounds demanded by tho 
limited time tho war vessels will re- 
main hero. It is estimated that the 
welcome to be accorded the American 
fleet by Japan will cost $500,000. Every 
olllcer and man of tho visitors will bo 
presented with a souvenir of tho oc- 
casion, these to be made, of sliver. 



ESPE RANTO USED 

Bohemian Authorities Find That An- 
archists Uso New Language 



Prague, Sept. 24.— Anarchists are 
now using Esperanto as tho language 
of communication with comrades in 
foreign countries. 

This was discovered accidentally In 
Bohemia, where tho authorities un- 
earthed an anarchistic society mas- 
querading- as a miners' labor associa- 
tion, with ramifications extending 
from Spain and Portugal in tho south 
to North America In tho west. 

A largo quantity of books, docu- 
ments and letters of a highly in- 
criminating character was discovered 
by the police. Tho bulk of this cor- 
respondence With anarchists abroad 
was carried on in Esperanto, in Which 
all the parties seemed to have ob- 
tained a fair degree of proficiency, 
"Czeska Federace," as tho society was 
called also had Its secret cipher, 
which tho police have not yet boon 
able to unravel.

The Morning Post says: In Franco 
tho new situation has not caused any 
Herious perturbation. Germany's ac- 
tion of course Inspires regret, and oven 
annoyance, but it' does not oxcito any 
alarm nor arouse doubt and hesitation 
as to the proper policy to bo pursued. 
The comments of the French press 
aro marked by perfect dignity and 
restraint. The nation rightly feels 
thut tho weight of European opinion 
is on Its side, and that It can count on 
tho loyal and hearty support of Great 
Britain and Russia. France's attitude 
towards tho question of recognising 
Mulay el II a fid will thorcforo bo tin- 
changed. Hitherto thero has been no 
opportunity to learn the position and 
attitude of Mulay el Hafld, but Franco 
and Spain aro conferring togother as 
to the guarantees necessary to Europ- 
ean interests, and will try to securo 
the agreement of tho other Powers on 
tho matter. The extensive Interests 
of France and Spain in Morocco and 
tho special position conferred on 
them by the Algeclras Act render it 
fitting and desirable that they should 
tako tho initiative In promoting a 
settlement of the question. It remains 
to be seen if Germany really thinks it 
wise to separate herself from tho 
other Powers on this issue. 

Tho Standard says: Wo aro all at 
one with Mr. Henderson and the labor 
party in a desire for tho preservation 
of Inatrnatlonal peace, but we differ an 
to tlie means by which war Is to bo 
avoided. Mr. Henderson and his 
friends in the Radical and Socialist 
parties advocate what they would 
cull a non-provocative policy, they 
profess to believe that tho develop- 
ment of Socialist ideas in modern 
democracies has engendered a feeling 
of brotherly love amongst nations, 
and that no country which is willing 
to furnish substantial evidence of its 
pacific intentions stands in danger of 
attack. Tho testimony they would 
have Great Britain give is to reduce 
its naval and military forces, and so 
lead by degrees to the final abolition 
of armies and armaments as relics of 
a barbarous age. A leading exponent 
of this school of thought is Mr. Lloyd- 
George, who never lets slip the op- 
portunity to sneer at tho futility of 
spending money on "Instruments of 
slaughter." To be at one with the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and the 
chairman of tho labor party it is 
necessary to forget ull the lessons of 
history. 

Tho Daily News says: — It is tho 
poor who suffer the most— suffer from 
tlie danger and the plague of dust — 
and they know perfectly well that 
the great majority of motorists aro 
simple rich people enjoying , a new 
sensation. It is fortunate that very 
few Englishmen go armed. If they 
did we may be sure thut the tragedy 
of Genoa would often bo repeated 
here, and as it is we cannot expect 
the people to be patient long. It 13 
very well for Prince Francis of Teck, 
as president of tho Royal Automobilo 
Club, to issue a well-meaning paper 
of advice to motorists recommending 
them to show some consideration for 
others upon the road and to limit as 
far as possible tho probability of 
slaughter. But the Automobilo Club 
•does not set much of an example.

Tho Morning Post soys: — It is no 
exaggeration to say that all the other 
decisions of the anti-opium campaign 
sink into Insignificance compared to 
tlie vast undertaking on which the 
Cliine.se Government is now engaged. 
How far the efforts started by the 
famous edict Issued in tho autumn of 
1906 will be successful cannot be said 
as yet.

The question of woman's suffrage is 
0110 that is occupying tlio attention of 
the women of England to an absorbing; 
degree. In this province women are 
very strongly interested In the ques- 
tlon of the franchise lor women, not 
only in municipal but in provincial 
affairs. At present women who are 
property holders can vote in the mu- 
nicipal elections and for members of 
tlio school board, but at present all 
other women are debarred from vot- 
ing. In England, women engage In 
public affairs to a much greater ex- 
tent than in Canada and the United 
States. In the executive work of the 
country both philanthropic and edu- 
cational, many women are prominent 
and none are debarred from such po- 
sitions on account of their sex. Yet 
among all classes there are women 
who believe that if they had a voice in 
the election of (he makers of tile' laws 
of the country the position of women 
would be greatly improved.

On the other ha ml. there Is a large 
and very influential part of the woman- 
hood of the nation which feels that 
not only would the women not benellt 
by gaining the franchise, but that j 
their entrance into political contests I 
would be accompanied by losses far' 
more serious than any gain obtained 
would compensate., The suffragists 
have been very aggressive, and apart 
altogether from the tactics of the suf- 
fragettes, have by voice and lien made 
their sentiments and arguments pub- 
lic. Until recently their opponents 
have been satisfied to offer a passive 
resistence to the movement. Recently, 
however, as the readers of this page 
know, they have formed themselves 
into a society whose object it is, in all 
suitable ways, to oppose the spread 
of the movement. Among the most 
prominent of the anti-suffragist writers 
are Mrs. Humphrey Ward and Lady 
Lovat. Mrs. Ward's letters have been 
noticed on this page and an attempt 
has been made to present some of her 
arguments. 

in the current number of the Nine- 
teenth Century there is an article In 
reply to Lady Lovat and .Mrs. Hum- 
phrey Ward entitled "Women and the 
iffrage." by Eva Gore-Booth, of 
which an attempt will be made to give 
i brief transcript In the hope that a 
greater and more intelligent interest 
will be 
troversy 

At the out 
igalnst the speaking of Woman as an 
tbstract personality. She does not be- 
lieve that any description can apply to 
tlio whole sex. Those who contend 
most strongly against the Inferiority 
women are those Who most fear 
their competition. "The men trade un- 
ionists who say women can never bo 
as skilled as men, say it because they- 
do not want them to bo employed." 
Ruskin's descriptions of women as 
those who should spend their lives in 
"sweet ordering, arrangement, decis- 
ion," and whose function it is to rule 
and not to tight brings forth this re- 
mark: "Lady Lovat quotes Ruskin's 
saving that women should rule and 
not light, and one Is tempted to think 
how strange it was that Ruskln did 
not seem to know that, everywhere and 
in every sphere, physical, mental and 
spiritual, It is the hardest fighters who 
In the end. rule, and must rule. lio- 
nise the hardest lighters are simply 
those who are most In touch with the 
Divine force." 

Lady Lovat claimed that the admis- 
sion of women into the medical pro- 
fession was gained without the fran- 
chise but it is hero contended Chat 
this and other such advances were 
made by those whom the writer desig- 
nates as Women's Rights women. The 
following sentences are a reply to the 
argument that public life would in- 
terfere willi the duty of w n to 



one wishes to have influence, let her 
not forget Maeterlinck's fable about 
the man in the lighthouse, who gave 
away the oil in his lamp to the poor, 
and thus lost his power to save great 
ships from destruction. And It is one 
of the enduring happinesses of lite 
that everything wo iearn and every 
strength we gain makes our lamp burn 
brighter and thus enables us to help 
other people." So far except for tho 
Implication that the ordinary domes- 
tic person Is immersed In trivialities, 
suffragists and antl-suffraglsts will 
agree. On the concluding sentences 
of tlie paragraph there Is room for a 
difference of opinion. 

"Tho Idea that one power crowds 
out' another in the human mind Is 
based on a very false conception of 
the working of tlio laws that make 
evolution by a gradual widening of 
mental outlook, and the receding of 
horizons before a determined effort of 
the will. Women who wilfully de- 
tach themselves from the energies and 
struggle and fight of the living world 
around them to pursue an Ideal of the 
gracious seclusion of tho family, and 
the sanctifying influence of passive 
existence will too soon find that' they 
have nothing to give their children, 
and thai tin; young will go elsewhere 
for tho generous inspirations of cour- 
age anil heroic living. Rut nobody 
ran escape tho battle In the end. And 
nobody should." 
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Resides claiming the right of women 
to enter into the contests and strug- 
gles of the world, the writer refuses 
to accept Lady Lovafs statement that 
love is the special prerogative of 
woman, saying, "as to love, surely it 
is a universal principle not to bo nar- 
rowed down to any one section of 
humanity." Mrs. Gore-Booth does 
not think Unit the relations at pre- 
sent existing between the sexes would 
In any way bo affected by tho grant- 
ing of the franchise to women. "Our 
private relations to one another," she 
says, "are not settled by the House 
of Commons, but by the deep work- 
ing of our own natures." There is, 
this writer believes, a pressing need 
of the voice of women In the mak- 
ing of tlio laws of Great Britain. 

They (tho working men) realize in 
a way that the leisured class can- 
not, that it is the present outcast 
position of working women that forces 
them to pull down the rate, for every- 
body by accepting such very low pay. 
, Ami, apart' even from wages, never 
created In this important con- | before in the history of this country 
have women had more need of politi- 
cal power to protect themselves from 
injurious legislation." 

After showing that the question of 
the employment of women is mil of 
difficulties which, as she thinks, 
women know best how to solve, Mrs. 
Gore-Booth goes on to criticise the 
speech of Mrs; 'Humphrey Ward in 
proposing the null-suffrage manifes- 
to. In answer to the arguments that, 
as men alone must defend their coun- 
try thev ought to make Its laws, it is 
said that "The days of Napoleon and 
Julius Caesar and Alexander the 
Great have passed and all who found 
their claims to rule on superior phy- 
sical force are building on the sand, 
and their claims must in the course, of 
evolution crumble away into the same 
ruin, as Ihe claims of the Hon or tho 
pack of wolves to terrorize the hu- 
man race." 

• » • 

Eva Gore-Booth speaks very 
strongly on the subject of the indirect 
representation which Mrs. Ward con- 
siders so valuable. She thinks that 
if tho, government is going to consult 
women about tho laws made on their 
behalf those ladies should be elected 
lo represent those on whose behalf 
thev speak. SllO does not believe 
that the' cultured and refined women 
of England always understand the 
needs of the working women. "The 
truth is, the power of the few women 
of the upper classes who by their 
position and social influence are able 
to keep In touch with legislation is 
110 comfort at all to the mass of 
working women, who want to he gov- 
erned by people who are responsible 
to them, and to whom it will there- 
fore come as a matter of course to 
consider their Interests anil consult 
their Intelligence, and tin- fact that 
men will anxiously consult distin- 
guished and philanthropic ladies does 
not touch the point at Issue." Al- 
though the advocates of woman suf- 
frage on this continent have much in 
common with their British sisters, 
they have problems to solve which as 
yot do not present themselves to the 
wonren of Canada or the United 
States.

During tho South African war 
it will be remembered she sent out at 
her own expense 2H nurses, chosen 
from the London Hospital, to nurse the 
wounded, and her determination to 
have soldiers properly nursed has 
never wavered. 



Likes and Dislikes in Foods. 
An aspect of food-faddiam which is 
far more general than tlie no-meal fad 
or the fruitarian fad, Is the violent 
likes and dislikes for certain dishes 
that are ontert'ulned by certain peo- 
ple. One "never eats" this, another 
"never touches" thai, and (he Inter- 
esting point of the matter is, as the 
British Medical Journal remarks, the 
violence with which these tastes arc 
ex-pressed. Tlie man who does not 
like cheese, or eggs, or macaroni, does 
not merely announce the fact. He ox- 
presses It with an air which Implies 
astonishment ■ that anybody should 
earn for these things, nor docs he try 
to conceal his contempt for such a 
failing. The most appetizing dinner 
can lie ruined by this attitude on tlie 
part of a fellow diner. It Is hard to 
enjoy an omelette when one's com- 
panion, In n voice that Implies indig- 
nation at an intentional Insult has 
refused the waiter's offer of Ibis 
course. ills air, as he sits fasting, 
conveys the Impression that he Is sit- 
ting with the possessor of a singularly 
coarse appetite, and this is not con- 
ducive to enjoyment to the dish. The 
Idiosyncracy calls for correction, but 
the cause of It suggested by the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal does not' appear 
a very satisfactory explanation. Our 
contemporary suggests as tho reason 
for violent dietetic lilies and dislikes 
in later life, tlie fact that so ninny 
children are allowed by their parents 
to pick and choose Which of two or 
more dishes they will eat, This' Is 
declared to be "a license which beam 
pernicious fruit In after life." In point 
of fact, experience has taught many 
wise parents that to force their 
Children to cut foods they dislike 
bears pernicious fruit nt the time In 
the form of unfortunate table scenes, 
and further, that the child who is 
forced against his will to cut rice pud- 
ding (for example) will grow up with 
an unconquentbe aversion to the dish.

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APPALLING SCENES 



'Mutilated Bodies of Victims of 
Star of Bengal Wreck Be- 
ing Washed Ashore 



CHARGES OF COWARDICE 



Says Tug Masters Who Left 
Vessel Go to Destruction 
Should Be Prosecuted 



Latest advices from the north indi- 
cate that the wreck ot the American 
bark Star of Bengal, bound from 
Wrangel to San Francisco with a car- 
go of canned salmon, is one Of the 
most heart-rending disasters that lias 
occurred on the Pacific coast iti years.' 
Previous advices that 110 men, includ- 
ing fifteen whites and y"> Chinese, lost 
their lives are confirmed. Appalling 
scenes were witnessed while the strug- 
gling men were attempting to swim 
ashore. " Many were drowned while 
others were killed or maimed by the 
mass of wreckage. The beach is cov- 
ered with mutilated corpses and on the 
shore fifteen wiiite men were buried, 
their bodies held down by cases of sal- 
mon. The ship went to pieces in forty- 
five minutes after she struck. 

The innster of the Star of Bengal 
openly accuses the captains of the tug- 
boats with criminal cowardice. He as- 
serts that during lour hours, before the 
storm reached its maximum, every 
man aboard could have been taken off 
in safety. 

Forty-five minutes after the Star of 
Bengal struck she broke Into three 
pieces, only the mizzen topmast being 
visible above tiie surface. 

To four brave volunteers a majority 
of tiiu survivors owe their lives. Capt. 
Wagner states that when the ship 
struck at 9:45 a. m. lie called for vol- 
unteers to man a boat and go ashore. 
Pour gallant fellows offered their ser- 
vices, and after a desperate struggle 
they finally made the beach. There 
they rigged up a breeches buoy, but 
because the ship, like a gigantic ani- | 
mai in Its last struggles for life, rolled 
and pitched so fearfully, tiie line was 
practically useless. However, the men 
ashore did heroic service in assisting 
Others out of the water and in pulling 
their mates from the wreckage in 
which so many were crushed to death. 

Scenes that sickened the hearts of 
the stoutest were -witnessed in the 
surf. With desperation born of fear, 
with strength given only to those that 
defy death, the unfortunate men 
aboard attempted to reach the shore. 
But the great majority lost In the un- 
equal race against the grim reaper. 
Some were lifted high on the waves 
only to be- sucked down to the hungry 
depths. Others were hurled against 
the forbidding rocks where they were 
dashed to pieces. Others fought only 
to l)o crushed under avalanches of sal- 
mon cases or other debris from the 
fast breaking ship. Tiie survivors try 
to efface these awful scenes from their 
minds but without success. Until their 
last day they will recall their mute and 
piteous appeals from those who gave 
up their lives in the uneven struggle-. 

Not by drowning did all the unfor- 
tunates meet their death. .Many ot 
them were bruised and mutilated by 
the wreckage. Huge spars cashed the 
spark of life out of many brave men 
desperately struggling Willi the waves 
in an. effort to reach the shore. Others 
were caught in the tangled masses of 
rope and steel cord, while great cases 
of canned salmon held down others, 
preventing them from reaching the de- 
solate shore in safety. 

One man, who attempted to get 
ashore by the breeches buoy met a 
tragic death, lie was holding fast to 
the, line, which slackened as tiie ship 
rolled towards the shore. Then the 
great vessel righted herself and with 
an awful lurch rolled offshore'. The 
force caused the line to grow taut with 
a Jerk. The man held with grim des- 
peration, but he could not retain his 
hold. He was thrown sixty feet above 
the wire, and when he fell he struck 
on the poop deck rail. His head was 
split, his brains spattered over tin- 
deck and in an instant a mighty wave 
Svvept away all trace. 

Those who readied the shore turned 
their attention to rescuing others from 
the surf and In pulling out the ghastly 
and mutilated remains of those who 
had given up their lives. Little sem- 
blance to human form did many of the 
bodies bear. In the mass of wreckage 
the men were crushed and mangled! 
Some of the bodies were pulled out 
minus arms and legs. l n some cases 
the heads were missing. Others were 
disemboweled. 

Bodies Interred on Beach 

The survivors buried tho bodies or 
fifteen white men. Brie! and homely 
was this ceremony, but' that preying 
canines and voracious wild animals 
might not desecrate the dead, the 
bodies were weighted down In the 
sandy beach witli cans of salmon 

When Capt. Wagner left | n tho 
Kayak's boat, twenty-seven bodies 
were on the beach, bruised, mutilated, 
torn almost to pieces by tho waves, 
rocks and wreckage. 

Ship Carpenter David Wilson, one 
of the survivors, said: 

"When the captain called for volun- 
teers, f put axes, shovels and tools In 
the boat, also a rifle. .After reaching 
shore, the surf gave us a hard strug- 
gle. It pulled the boat's, painter from 
lour men, and surged hack and forth 
until I thought we would never get It 
on the beach. Finally we made It 
fast to a rock. 1 rigged the breeches 
buoy to a tree on top of the bluff. Put 
we could do nothing. Every huge 
wave, rolling shoreward, looked like a 
■wall of salmon cases; 

"Our next' thought was to .start a 
fire for we were nearly all dead with 
cold, and exposure. By good fortune, 
/me man had matches In a. tight tobac- 
co box. With salmon boxes and other 
wreckage we finally started a fire." 

Frank Mulr, a waiter, who was one 
of the volunteers, said: 

"We four Who went ashore In the 
boat had a hard time dragging bodies 
and men nearly dead from the Wreck- 
B£c Some, were covered wltlurlebria 



and others were nearly dead when we 
pulled them out of the surf. Capt. 
Wagner was almost' gone when wo 
managed to get him on the beach. He 
could not speak, but from the shore 
wo could see him pleading with his 
eyes for rescue. Cases of salmon 
pinned him down so that he could not 
help himself. We loosed for Haw- 
kins and Healy, but could not find 
them." 

The coroner's- jury has loft Wrangel 
for the scene of tho wreck. The sur- 
vivors left for Seattle on the steamer 
Humboldt on Wednesday. 

The tugs Kayak and Hattlo Gage 
lay a short' distance away while the 
ship was driving to . destruction, ap- 
parently heedless of tho ship's hazard- 
ous- position and the critical situation 
of the lives aboard. Capt. N. Wagner 
was making desperate efforts to In- 
duce tiie tugs to take off the men. 
Frantically, according to his own 
story, he burned tho bluo lights of 
distress, but no help came. The ship 
lay anchored in sufficient water to 
have held her safe. But as the gale 
Increased and tho foam-capped waves 
increased in size and force, those on 
the doomed vessel could see there was 
no hope. The only chance was to get 
ashore and in so doing, over five score 
men Went down to watery depths, their 
resting placet' marked by no monu- 
ment, their epitaphs the serious charge 
made by Capt. Wagner that every vic- 
tim of the disaster is a victim of the. 
rank cowardice of the masters of the 
tugboats Hattie Gage and Kayak. 
Intends to Prosecute 
Capt. Wagner makes a stronger as- 
sertion. He insists that the captains 
of the tugboats shall be punished If 
it is in his power to bring them to ac- 
count for their alleged neglect, and 
cowardice. The master ot the wrecked 
cannery vessel, who was so ill from 
exposure upon his arrival last night 
that he could scarcely make himself 
heard, was much improved this morn- 
ing and was still set in his purpose to 
have the masters of the tugs brought 
to justice. 

"For four hours the Star of Bengal 
rode at anchor," he said, "during Which 
time every man aboard might have 
been saved. We were lying In seven 
fathoms witli comparatively no wlndj 
We anchored at -1 o'clock Sunday 
morning, hut the ship did not' com- 
mence to drag anchors until S.45 
o'clock tiie same morning. At any 
time between daylight and S o'clock, 
the tugs could have come alongside 
and rescued all. 

"Those two captains are criminally 
cowardly and will have to answer to 
the authorities and to God for 110 hu- 
man lives." 

Coronation Island Exposed. 
Coronation island is about 125 miles 
from Wrangell. it is exposed to the 
sweep from the entire Pacific ocean. 

Laid bare to the terrific onslaught 
of wind and wave, there was no pos- 
sible hope for the ship when she was 
cast off, helplessly drifting on tho ice 
shore. 

According to private advices receiv- 
ed in Seattle the Star of Bengal had 
left the cannery at Wrangell in tow 
of the Hattie Gage and Kayak. The 
big sailing ship had to be towed 
through Sumner straits to the ocean. 
The tugs still had hold of the vessel 
when they encountered the southerly 
gale which raged with such terrific 
force that it was a matter of life and 
death with the tugboat men. They 
claim they had to cut the haulers and 
unable to help, stood by while the iron 
vessel went to her doom on the rocky 
shores of the island. The storm raged 
last Saturday and Sunday, and mast- 
ers of steamers report that it was one 
of the worst in years. Even staun.h 
steamers had difficulty in keeping 
clear of the land. 

Tiie captain of the Hattie Cage re- 
ported at Wrangel] that it was im- 
possible, when he left to attempt to 
get closer than a mile to the wrecked 
ship. To have done otherwise would 
have been to have plied the little 
steamer up on the rocks. While the 
Hattie Gage and Kayak stood by, 
great seas were sweeping over the 
Star of Bengal quickly breaking her 
to pieces, while the ill-fated men, 
caught like rats in a trap, were pray- 
ing frantically for rescue that could 
not be given. 

Capt. R. D. McGillivray, a former 
master of the steamer Jeanie, well ac- 
quainted with the scene of the disaster, 
said: 

"If the ship went ashore on the south 
end of Coronation, there is absolutely 
no chance of saving her, for alie will 
be exposed to the full sweep of the 
ocean. The cliffs are high, and a ves- 
sel would quickly pound to pieces, and 
the chances of rescuing those aboa.d 
will also be slight. With a southerly 
wind on the south shore of Coronation, 
i lie staunchest ship would soon pound 
to pieces. II' she were caught on the 
northern end there would be some hope 
of saving the ship. On this side she 
would not be exposed to the great 
sweep of the wide Pacific, and here 
also Is shelter, where a ship would 
anchor. However, she was probably 
driven on a lee shore, when- she 
would be at the mercy of wind and 
sea. Tin' island is uninhabited. The 
nearest habitation is at Shakan can- 
nery, a distance of thirty-four miles." 

It Is understood that, the vessel 
carried about 40,000 canes of salmon, 
valued at close to $175,000, represent- 
ing the season's pack at the Wrangell 
cannery. Tho Star of Bengal was 
valued at J75,000 and was Insured at 
Lloyd's. She wan registered 100 Al 
at Lloyd's and was known as a 
staunch and well-found ship. She was 
built of Iron in 1X7* at the well known 
Belfast, yards of Harland and Wolff. 
When launched the. vessel was under 
the British Hug and ship rigged. Later 
she wan transferred to Hawaiian re- 
gistry, rerlgged as a bark and when 
tho Sandwich Islands were acquired 
by the United States the Star of Ben- 
gal, Willi a large fleet of ships, se- 
cured the privilege of flying the Stars 
and Stripes. The Star of Bengal was 
2C2 feet 111 length, With a 40-font beam 
and 23 feet depth. She was registered 
1,877 tons gross and 1,604 net. 



WILL REPLACE WHITE 



Reported That Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha Will Oust Foreign- 
ers in Its Employ 



Tho Nippon Yusen kaisha is to dis- 
miss the European shipmasters in 
charge ot some of its steamers and 
replace them with Japanese, according 
to Tokio papers received in yester- 
day's- mails. For some years there 
has been a gradual exchange of the 
while shipmasters for the brown and 
tiie change would have been quicker 
but for the predilection of tho bulk of 
the traveling public for steamers In 
command of Europeans. It is not 
many years since tho coming of Capt. 
Ohno on tho steamer Tosa Marti in 
stead of the former white captain was 
a novelty. Now three of the six 
steamers running for tho Nippon 
Yusen kaisha on this route between 
Hongkong and Victoria and Seattle are 
in command of Japanese.', the Shin- 
ano Maru in charge of Capt. Kawaru, 
the Aki Maru in command of Capt. 
Yagi and Tosa Maru in command of 
Capt. Nagai. Shortly before tho 
steamer Kumeric left' Yokohama an- 
other one of the European liners of 
the company was given to a Japanese 
captain who displaced a foreigner. 
This steamer, the Sanukl Maru, is now 
on her way to London. 

Two ifcasons are given for tho 
change by Japanese newspapers, one 
that the general depression and ne- 
cessity of retrenchment has necessi- 
tated the employment of men willing 
to work for smaller wages, tho other 
that the Japanese seamen and en- 
gineers are showing more disinclina- 
tion to serve under the white officers. 
Tills latter cause has been responsible 
for continued disagreement on the new 
steamer Tenyo Maru of the Toyo Kisen 
kaisha since She entered service. 
Shortly before the steamer left Yoko- 
hama for San Francisco fire broke out

stated that mutinous firemen had fired 
the vessel. The steamer put back to 
Yokohama with big clouds of smoke 
coming from her, and the machinery 
was damaged. After making repairs 
she sailed the following day, resum- 
ing her voyage to San Francisco, where 
sho is now. The fire was preceded by 
a mutiny of the stokeroom crew, and 
eight of them refused to go to sea in 
the vessel. 

The statement that the dismissal of 
white officers is done with a view to 
retrench is absurd when the small dif- 
ference in the expense is considered. 
However, the Japanese steamships 
have been retrenching in every way 
of late, office staffs being weakened 
wherever possible and expenses low- 
ered in every way. Rempei Kondo, 
president of the Nippon Yusen kaisha, 
in an' Interview with the Nichi Nlchl, 
speaking of the troubles of tho steam- 
ship companies, which be said would 
be increased by the enforcement of 
tiie interstate commerce commission's 
ruling in the United States, said they 
barely covered expenses with their 
freight charges and there was no room 
for reduction In rates. 

The companies which are closely as- 
sociated with the railways will not 
suffer so much, because it would bo 
in their case a merely nominal dif- 
ference, but tho independent companies 
will be badly hit. There is no margin 
for them to lower their rates and 
they must Just leave tilings as ttn5y 
are. Doubtless this means that a 
portion of the cargo hitherto carried 
by the Pacific route will go round by 
the Suez canal. Mr. Kondo sees no 
prospect of better limes for ships. Tho 
fall of silver, the boycott, natural 
calamities and other causes conspire 
to paralyze the Chinese market from 
a Japanese point of view; nil tiie 
world is suffering from commercial 
depression, and there, are many more 
ships than the carrying trade needs. 
There Is nothing for if but. to struggle, 
on and let the fittest, survive. Tho 
trust movement recently started by 
Japanese tramp steamers, he said, is 
certainly in the right direction, and a 
good deal might ho accomplished If 
the great shipping companies all over 
the world formed something like a 
conference. 

Mr. Jwanaga, managing director of 
the Nippon Yusen kaisha, is quoted by 
the Hoclu Shlmbun as saying that the. 
depression has never been so bad as 
if Is at present. It Is not confined to 
Japanese shipping, but 1« felt all aver 
the world. Of course, tho unfavorable 
condition of trade in general has 
something to do with the matter, and 
in Japan's special case the Chinese 
boycott is more or less responsible. 
But as a matter of fnct tho movement 
of goods Is not conspicuously small, 
and thus one la forced to the conclu- 
sion that the real cause of the trouble 
Is on excessive number of ocean- 
carriers. During the past few years 
the building of ships has gone on at a 
reckless rate, until the point of satur- 
ation has been long, passed. The real 
remedy seems -to lie In oho direction,

THRILLING EXPERIENCES 
OF JOSEPH L EVIST0N 



Kept Afloat By Constant Pumping 
When Voyaging to Penarg 
for Repairs 



The American barkentine, Joseph L. 
Eviston, which is lying al Pcnang 
making repairs, had a, thrilling time 
in the Indian ocean, according to mail 
advices received yesterday. On her 
way from Haiphong, China, in bal- 
last, bound to Newcastle and Hono- 
lulu, she struck an unchartered coral 
reef off the coast of Western Aus- 
tralia al high tide. She had two i 
fathoms of water forward and three 
aft. 

The kedgc anchors were at once put j 
out to draw her off, but without avail, 
and at the turn Of the tide, she camel 
broadside on, remaining In that posi- | 
Hon for Corty-flve minutes, and then 
swung round with her head on. In I 
this position she remained for OS 
days. It was found necessary to sac- I 
riflce tho tops or the fore, main and 
mlzon masts, and finally the mizon | 
mast itself, to see if it would lighten I 
her. At the end of this period, she! 
was eventually got clear off tho reef, 
which was' about 3,000 feet wide. Over 
tho reef she was taken into a lagoon i 
ln about 2% fathoms; then into an- 
other one of various depths; and 
finally went out through a channel 
with the tide. All this was not ac- 
complished without milch time and 
trouble, in addition to tho stormy 
weather experienced. 

To make matters worm-, the vessel 
sprung a leak through being bumped 
on the reefs a fortnight after she had 
struck II- Anchor!) had to lie put nut 
to haul her along at the high tides 
and other measures known only to 
nautical men taken to take, her over 
half a mile of reel's. Pumping was 
carried on during the intermediate 
tides until March 20th, when she got 
off into nine fathoms of water, not 
only the hand pumps, lull the donkey 
pump, was kept going to. keep the 
water down In tho hold, and canvas 
was put under tho vessel to stay the 
Inrush or water. Fuel commenced, .to 
run short, and her spare spars and, 
finally, her mizen mast, were cut up 
and utilized as firewood. 

After a voyage of nineteen days, on 
April 14th, she made for Ross har- 
bor, Cocoa (or Keeling) islands, w ith 
her fuel just exhausted, witli the ex- 
ception of two billets of wood. More 
what repairs could he effected were 
done; a large supply of fuel was 
taken on board; and' still In a water- 
logged state she sailed on June 20th 
for Penang, arriving after a voyage 
of five weeks. The vessel was draw- 
ing IS feet S Inches instead of 12 feet 
(I Inches, and the hand and steam 
pumps were still kept going to keep 
nor afloat until sho could be docked,

"Youthful Rowdyism." 

Sir — In Friday's Colonist was a letter 
headed "Youthful Rowdyism," detailing 
an uecount of the newsboys id' Broad 
street pelting Spencer's Chinaman with 
filth, and signed I. S. Kennedy. The 
writer calles the boys "blackguards," 
"cowardly young scoundrels," etc., and 
says that "he cannot imagine such an 
uncivilized exhibition taking place In 
any other city except la the dirtiest 
slums," etc. 

Now as this letter Is practically an 
open answer to his wo will begin with 
his last statement first: 

Unseemly conduct amongst boys Is not 
at all confined to the slums, two-thirds 
of the boys in this world are brought 
up with the understanding that they 
uri expected to make nuisances of 
themselves, ami nowhere can you see 
this better exemplified than in the big 
colleges when hazing is allowed, even 
to undermining a boy's constitution. 
Boys will be boys the world over, hut 
we have no one to blame butourselves 
(We mothers and fathers and good citi- 
zens 1 if our children are bulloys. The 
boy is not taught that it is against the 
British principle of fair play to mal- 
treat a weaker thing than himself.

With the assistance of Lee Mong 
Kow. of this city as Interpreter, V. C. 
T. O'Harn, deputy minister of Trade 
und Commerce and Commissioner of 
Chinese immigration, has unearthed 
the greatest fraud over perpetrated in 
connection with the entry of Chinese 
into Canada. Mong Kow left for the 
east a few weeks ago, and since Ills 
arrival there the suspicions of the de- 
partment as to the Illicit tralilc have 
been confirmed. 

The culminating point of the story, 
which i.s a long one, was readied on 
Saturday, in Montreal, when as a re- 
sult of personal examination by Mr. 
O'Hara of a number of recently ar- 
rived Celestials the whole fabric of the 
bold scheme was laid bare. 

Certificates from Mexico 
About a year ago a number of Chi- 
nese began to arrive at Halifax in pos- 
session of certificates signed at the 
Chinese legation at Mexico City, and 
describing them as merchants. When 
the present season of navigation open- 
ed, Chinese bearing similar certificates, 
j commenced to arrive in Montreal. The 
I sudden invasion of Canada from the 
j east excited a good deal of suspicion 
amongst the officials, and the matter 
was reported to Ottawa. While the 
officials were almost certain that fraud 
was being perpetrated on the depart- 
ment, they had no absolute proof. 
From information received the depart- 
ment finally became convinced that a 
syndicate had undertaken to land Chi- 
nese in Canada, and had boon able, by 
false representations, to secure the ne- 
cessary certificates from the Chinese 
legation at Mexico City. 

There were a number of circum- 
stances which aroused the suspicion 
of the Canadian officials. All new ar- 
rivals admitted that Ik; had been in 
Mexico only a few months, and all had 
the tame story to tell that business 
was dull in Mexico and they had de- 
cided to come to Canada to open up in 
business here. 

It is estimated that since the frauds 
commenced a year ago the government 
has lost one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars in poll tax, which means 
that three hundred Chinese have en- 
tered as merchants, thereby escaping 
tlici poll tax of five hundred dollars, 
which the ordinary Chinaman must 
pay. It is not believed that they can 
be successfully traced, but such stcpn 
will be taken that there will be no 
continuance of the fraud. 

Were British Subjects 
The most recent arrivals, those ex- 
amined by Mr. O'Hara in Montreal on 
Saturday, consist of a lot of ten 
brought on the Elder Dempster 
steamer Bornu from Mexico City. Two 
who came to Canada on the Virginian 
bore letters from the. colonial office to 
the effect that they were British sub- 
jects, which makes no difference; an- 
other party of three from Merlda, In 
Yucatan, came over the New York 
Central from New Vorlc in bond, and 
carried certificates as merchants. Is- 
sued by the State of Yucutan, and un- 
doubtedly secured by fraud.

Correspondence with Mexico failed 
to throw any light on the situation.

Although it lias 
been Impossible up to the present time 
to discover all the ramifications of 
fraud sufficient is known to make it 
possible for the officials to effectually 
block further .arrivals and steamship 
companies will have to return any they 
bring to Canada.
